TOO.SECRET DIPLOMACY 
Although the war bTover the American 
people aren't rid of thc.wartlnir Kovcrnmcnt 
policy ot secrecy for •stcrccv'.t .mke. The 
armed forces arc habitually the worst of 
fcndera, going hush-huji on routine Inform- 
ation or sometimes coucfallnc matters that 
the public has a rlRht to know. Hut recently 
congress and some civilian department of- 
Ilclals have been doing Uther well along the 
same line. ' 

Congressional commltt^fs sllll have a great 
fondness for secret hearings. In spite of atlp 
ulations to the conlrari* In lost year's reor- 
ganization act. Such things as tax cuts and 
budget appropriations, which tin of legltl 
mate public concern, have been discussed be 
hind closed 'doors. 

But congress at Ic.Tst may be thanked for 
revealing some "secret" official documents 
relating to Soviet policy to^urd Greece and 
Turkey. These originally were meant only for 
the -private back?rounci InformaUon" of the 
house foreign affairs committee. 

The documents ouUlned m Communist 
master plan for separating Macedonia from 
Greece. They quoted American rcpnisenta 
lives* belief that Greece might faU "like u 
ripe plum" Into the hands or her northern 
neighbors and Greek Communist.^ within a 
few weeks without support frgm the western 
democracies. They gave some details of the 
demands behind Russia's war of nervca 
against Turkey. 

None of this was startllnsly new. Sub.-;t.in- 
tlnlly the same Information, given off-the- 
rccord to correspondents In Washington and 
abroad, had formed the basis of numerous 
speculative stories. lu dbclosure could not 
conceivably Injure American pre.'itltip or en- 
rangcr American security. And It could 
scarcely make Soviet-American relaUons 
more tense than they were before these "se- 
cret ' conclusions were made public ' 

Then why were they kept from the public? 
We^hope It was not bemuse someone In the 
state department hts^e Wea-that foreign 
policy Is a private matter, and that de\f lop- 
ments In IntemaUonal affairs arc none of 
the American people's business. 

The President's propMal of aid to Greece 
and Turkey Is verj- much the people's busi- 
ness. It merits are being discussed on a crcat 
many Main streets as well as In congre^^ 
The public mind Is not yet entlrelv m.ide up' 
The government .-should give Us citizens 
all pertinent Information on thL-: subject 
which properly may be made public. To do 
othcrwLse la not only undemocratic -but aKo
